and enlisted men of the regular army,

How to Register by Exceptions.

"Whereas, congress has enacted and 
tho president has on the eighteenth 
day of May, 1917, approved a law 
which contains the following provis­ 
ions:

"The power against which we are 
arrayed has sought to impose its will 
upon the world by force.

The 
nation needs all men; but it needs 
each man, not in the finld that will 
most pleasure him. but in th*» endeavoi 
that will best servo tho common good 
Thus, though a sharpshooter pleases 
to operate a trip-hammer for the forg 
ing of great guns, 
and an expert ma 
chinist desires to march with the flag 
the nation is bHn« served only when 
tho sharpshooter marche and tho ma- 
chinist remains at his levers. 
The 
whole nation must be a team in which 
oaoh man shall plav the part for which 
ho is best fitted. To this end, congress 
has provided that the nation shall be 
organized for war by selection and 
that each man shall be classified fot 
sorvice in the place to which it shall 
best servo the general good to call 
him. 
Landmark In Progress. 


“The significance of this cannot be 
overstated. 
It is a new thing in oui 
history and a landmark in our prog 
ress. It is a new manner of accepting 
and vitalizing our duty to give our 
selves with thoughtful devotion to the 
common purpose of us all.

Tn articles of wireless telegraphy 


such expressions! as 200-meter wave- 
lengths, 000-meter wave-lengths, 15,- 
OUO-meler u;i\e-lengths nre constantly 
used. In replj to a correspondent who 
asks how Hie length of the waves is 
measured the Scientific American gives 
the following simple explanation: 


"The length of an electric wave is 


dcUrmined by a wave-meter. The nat- 
ural wave-length of an aerial is foui 
times its linear length, just as the 
wavc-lenath of !i note of a closed or- 
gan pipe is four times the length of the 
pipe, and the wave-length of the note 
of a tuning fork is four times the 
length of Ihe box which is reasonant 
with the note. 
How e\ er, other con- 


siderations make it diflU-ull to measure 
the wave-length by a rule, and the 
\\ave-ineter gnes a more correct re- 
sult than can be found by measuring 
the length of the wire."

LENGTH OF WIRELESS WAVE 


Naturally It Is Four Times T hat of 
the Aerial, but This Does Not 
Always Hold Good. 


In articles of wireless 
telegraphy 
such expressions! as 200-moter wave­ 
lengths, GOO-motor wave-lengths, 15,- 
Ouo-moter wave-lengths are constantly 
used.

VAN DISTRICT 


Drive South Menaces Turks' 
Mesopotamian Army. 


SLAVS ARE NEAR TREBIZOND 


Give the 
Children 
their 
Chance 


¡Turkish Losses In Past Two Weeks’ 
Fighting Said to be Nearly 100,000. 


; Bltlls Reported Evacuated. 


The Russians have occupied the en­ 
tire Lake Van district, the Turks re­ 
tiring southward and even evacuating 
Bitilis, according to a Petrograd des­ 
patch received in Rome and given out 
by the wireless press. 
On the other wing, according to the 
despatch, the Russian advance guards 
have arrived within a short distance 
of Txebizond, on the Black sea coast. 
Earlier despatches show that the 
Russians are pressing their advance 
on both flanks. 
Driving the Turkish 
rear guards before them with heavy 
losses, one of their armies is advanc­ 
ing rapidly toward Diarbekr, on the 
Tigris river. 
Diabekr is only fifty miles from the 
Constantinople-Bagdad 
railway, 
the 
only line of communication for the 
Turkish army in Mesopotamia.

prisoners. 
The 
kaiser is reported to have sent an im­ 
perative message to Field Marshal von 
Per Goltz, the chief military adviser 
of the Turkish army, that the ad­ 
vance of the Russians must be stop­ 
ped at any cost. 
It is reported on excellent authority 
that a big German force is being mass­ 
ed east of Constantinople for the pro­ 
tection of the Turkish capital. 
The 
menace of the Russian invasion of 
Turkey is more dangerous that at any 
other time during the course of the 
war. Approximately 250,000 Russians 
have poured through the passes of 
/the Caucasian mountains supported 
by enormous quantities of artillery.

A DAY OF DATES. 


Scare the Birds. 


Many complaints are heard that 


birds eat lettuce as fast as it appears 
abo\e the ^oil, alho snip mignonette, 
poppies and many young ornamental 
plants. The question usually asked is 
how to kill the birds. This is a course 
we would not pursue. Stick in a few 
stakes and tie to the tops short strings 
to which are attached bits of paper or 
cloth. Still more effectual are hits of 
bright tin or bits of mirror glass. 
When the birds become accustomed to 
the objects, move them, or put in a 
few new and striking ones. This meth- 
od may not improve the appearance 
of your garden nnd may provoke 
neighborly questions as to your sanity, 
but it will protect joung plants.—Los 
Angeles Times.

Chocolate Pie.—Scald two cupfuls o^ 
milk, mix together a half-cupful of 
sugar and a fourth of a cupful of corn­ 
starch and a pinch of salt; stir into 
the hot milk, cook 15 minutes, then* 
add two squares of melted chocolate i 
beat the yolks of two eggs, add a 
fourth of a cupful of sugar to them, 
and turn into the mixture. 
Fill a 
baked shell with the chocolate mixture 
and cover with a meringue made of 
the whites of the eggs, two tablespoon­ 
fuls of sugar and a half-teaspoonful of 
vanilla. 
Set in the oven until it has 
browned to a pale amber shade. 
Cheese sauce prepared by making

Scare the Birds. 


Many complaints are 
heard 
that 
birds eat lettuce as fast as it appears 
above the soil, also snip mignonette, 
popples and many young ornamental 
plant s. The «question usually asked is 
how to kill tho birds. This is a course 
we would not pursue. 
Stick in a few 
stakes and tie to the tops short strings 
to which are attached bits of paper or 
cloth. 
Still more effectual are bits of 
bright tin or bits of mirror glass. 
When the birds become accustomed to 
the objects, move them, or put in a 
few new and striking ones. This meth­ 
od may not improve .the appearance 
of your garden and 
may 
provoke 
neighborly questions as to your sanity, 
but it ^vill protect young plants.—Los 
Angeles Times. 


P O U L T R Y N O T E S 


A poultry man should never make 
good resolutions with his fowls unless 
he has a deep, lasting liking for his 
hens. 


If the hens were as uncertain in 
their laying qualities as many of their 
keepers are in 
keeping with their 
annual resolutions, the price of eggs 
would never come down to the level 
of the average man’s Income. 


Too much, rather than too little, 
care is better for the welfare of all 
kinds of poultry. 


Just now the egg question is one 
that should encourage all keepers of 
poultry to make tho most out of their 
fowls. 


A good fresh egg, if placed in a 
basin of water, will lie on Its side 
while a bad one wJlJ stand up on the 
small end* 


Keep the layers exercising in the 
early morning and they will keep up 
their interest in their work the bal­ 
ance of the day. 


A chick that is in any way debili­ 
tated will seldom make a vigorous, 
profitable hen. 


Good sharp grit is the only teeth 
the hen has. 
Where does she get it 
when she is shut up in the henhouse? 
Do you furnish it? 


A freshly killed chicken is never as 
tender to eat as though it had lain for 
about 12 hours, allowing the animal 
heat to escape naturaljy, and the mus­ 
cles to relax. 


Don’t feed the birds too much in 
the mornings, because they become 
loafers for the balance of the day 
when they are overloaded n t the morn* 
ing meal. 


Dates are so well liked and are not 
costly fruit, which should make them 
more commonly used. A 
few stuffed dates, stuffed 
with p e a n u t s or any 
other nut m e a t s w e l l 
liked, then rolled In sug­ 
ar, will furnish a most 
wholesome and economi­ 
cal dessert and one which 
need not be refused to 
the small people. 
Cream Dates.—Spread a cupful of 
dates which has been stoned, washed, 
dried and cut in quarters on a plate 
and sprinkle with lemon juice. 
Pre­ 
pare two cupfuls of sweetened whipped 
cream, fold in the beaten whites of 
two eggs and stir in the dates. 
Pile 
lightly in a glass dish and keep very 
cold until time to serve. Serve with a 
delicate nut cake or a sponge cake. 
Date Blanc Mange.—Flavor a quart 
of thin custard with vanilla, stir Ib 
two cupfuls of chopped dates, pour 
into a mold, and set on Ice. 
When 
cold, turn out and cover with whipped 
cream, or stiffly beaten whites of two 
eggs, sweetened. 
Date Bread.—Make a sponge with 
a quart of lukew arm 'w ater, half a 
compressed yeastcake, a teaspoonful 
of salt, 1% pints of flour, set to rise 
in a warm place. 
When light and 
spongy, add a lmlf-eupful each *of 
sugar and molasses and sufficient flour 
to make a dough. Work in four table­ 
spoonfuls of chopped dates, knead and 
set to rise again. 
When light, mold 
into loaves, and when well risen bake 
three-quarters of an hour in a mod­ 
erate oven. 
A most delicious mixture for cream- 
puffs is made by filling them wit^i1 
chopped dates mixed with sweetened 
and flavored whipped cream. 
Bread, buttered and placed in a bak­ 
ing 
dish, 
sprinkled 
with 
chopped 
dates and over all is poured a cus­ 
tard; bake and serve cold. 
Date Gems.—Sift together five cup­ 
fuls of flour and two teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder, a teaspoonful of cin­ 
namon and two teaspoonfuls of butter 
over the fire in a saucepan, when tb* 
butter is softj stir and beat for tea 
minutes, adding one cupful of milk. 
Add the dry ingredients and a lialf- 
cupful of well-iloured datesi. 
Bake in 
buttered gem pans. 


Quality 
Frosting. — Mix 
together 
three-fourths of a cupful of granulated 
sugar and five-eighths of a cupful of 
brown sugar, add a fourth of a cupful 
of water and boil until it threads, them 
pour over an egg-white beaten stiff; 
flavor with vanilla and beat until it is 
stiff. Warm over hot water and spread.

Across the river is Canada—about J of a 
mile. 1 hope to get to Toronto before I 
leave. Sunday I inspected Niagara Falip. 
Sunday afternoon, the 74th Regt. (Buffa- 
lo) band gave a concert on the parade 
grounds. They are stationed hire. 


Now about eats: Corn beef, prunes, 


jam, bread, butter, potatoes, coffee, beef, 
etc., are served us—as much as we want. 


Just now, we fellows are about to re- 


ceive typhoid injection and three scratch- 
es for smallpox—a big doee all at once. 
We start on schedule tomorrow (Wednes- 
day) morning. Arise at 5:20, and work, 
work, work all day long until 10 o'clock 
at night 
You see, we are supposed to be 


rushed thru as officers for the drafted 
men who come in in August. The gov- 
ernment certainly means business. I en 
joy the life up here and the camp in gen- 
eral. There are other greenhorns here 
besides myself, and 1 m bound to see it 
thru now that I've struck the artillery, 
which is claimed to be the best branch of 
the service.

Waynesboro.—To travel more than 20,. 


000 miles, if the distance is estimated in 
straight lines, and to have the journey 
take it thru the war-stricken countries of 
Europe and Asia, with stops registered in 
England, Persia and Afghanistan, is the 
record of a perfectly innocent booklet 
which left the Waynesboro postuffice No 
yember 23, 1916, and returned there April 
14, 1917. The journey of the booklet was 
taken for 8 cents, lawful money, of the 
United States, its ticket of travel being a 
8 cent stamp. Had the little package, 
which was under first class postage, trav- 
eled slightly more than as far again in an 
easterly direction, as it did travel, instead 
of being stopped and headed westward at 
Salmas, Afghanistan, it would have reach- 
ed the intended destination, the same be- 
ing Montezuma, the county seat of Pow- 
eshiek county, IOWA. While the name 
of the Iowa county was not written on the 
wrapper, it is possble that that thing 
known as telepathy had something to do 
with the misinterpretation of the address 
and caused the journey toward the land 
of shieks. Thn manner of making a cap 
ital "1" caused the "Iowa" on the wrap 
per to look like a word starting with "P." 
Consequently, mail clerks sent it on and 
on and on. The wrapper, when it got 
back to the sender, after its five months 
of travel, was all stamped up postmark?. 
Arab clerks and English clerks and clerks 
from Afghanistan all had exercise in 
handling and stamping the little piece ot 
mail.

I suppose that very few casual 


readers of the New York Herald of 
August 13th observed, in an obscure 
corner, among the "Deaths," the an- 
nouncement : 


NOLAN. Died, on board U. S. Cor- 


vette Levant, Lat 2° 11" S., Long. 131* 
Wn on the llth of May, Philip Nolan." 


I happened to observe It, because 


X was stranded at the old Mission- 
house In Maoklnac, waiting for a Lake 
Superior steamer which did not choose 
to come, and I was'devouring, to the 
very stubble, all the current literature 
I could get hold of, even down to the 
deaths and marriages in the "Herald." 
My memory for names and people is 
good, and the reader will see, as he 
goes on, that I had reason enough to 
remember Philip Nolan. 
There are 


hundreds of readers who would have 
paused nt that announcement, if the 
officer of the Levant who reported it 
had chosen to make it thus: "Died, 
May nth, The Man without a Coun- 
try.' " For it was as "The Man with- 
out a Country" that poor Philip Nolan 
had generally been known by the offi- 
cers who had him in charge during 
some fifty years, as, indeed, by all 
the men who had sailed under them. 
I dare say there is many a man who 
has taken wine with him once a fort- 
night, in a three years' cruise, who 
never knew that his name was "No- 
lan," or whether the poor wretch had 
any name at all. 


There can now be no possible harm 


In telling this poor creature's story. 
Reason enough there has been till 
now, ever since Madison's administra- 
tion went out in 1817, for very strict. 
secrecy, the secrecy of honor itself, 
among the gentlemen of the navy who 
have had Nolan in successive charge. 
And certainly it speaks well for the es- 
prit de corps of the profession and the 
personal honor of its members, that to 
the press this man's story has been 
wholly unknown, and, I think, to the 
country at large also. 


I have reason to think, from some 


Investigations I made in the naval 
archives when I was attached to the 
bureau of construction, that every of- 
ficial report relating to him was burned 
when lloss burned the public buildings 
tt Washington. One of the Tuckers, 
or possibly one of the Watsons, had 
Nolan In charge af the end of the war; 
and when, on returning from his cruise, 
he reported at Washington to one of 
the Crowninshields—who was in the 
cavy, department when he came home 
—he found that the department Ig- 
oored the whole business. 
Whether 


they really knew nothing about it, or 
whether it was a non mi ricordo, de- 
termined on as a piece of policy, I do 
not know.

He occasionally availed 
of the permission the, great man .had 
given him to write to him. . Long, nigh- 
worded, stilted 'letters the poor? boy 
wrote snd re-wrote ^ and copied; But 
never a line did he nave In reply .from 
the gay deceiver. The other boys <n 
the garrison sneered at him, because 
he sacrificed In this- unrequited uffec- 


, tlori for a politician the time which 
they devoted to Monongahela, sledge, 
«nd hleh-low-Jack. Bourbon, euchre,

I suppose he did not know how the 


words shocked old Colonel Morgan, 
who was holding the court Half the 
officers who sat in it had served 
through the Revolution, and their 
lives, not to say their necks, had been 
risked for the very idea which he so 
cavalierly cursed in his madness. He, 
on his part, had grown up in the West 
of those days, in the midst of "Spanish 
plot," "Orleans plot," and all the rest 
His education, such as it was, had 
been, perfected in commercial expedi- 
tions to Vera Cruz, and I think he told 
me his father once hired an English- 
man to be a private tutor for a winter 
on the plantation. He had spent half 
bis youth with an older brother, hunt- 
ing horses In Texas; and, In a word, to 
him "United States" was scarcely a 
reality.

I do not excuse Nolan; I only explain 
to the reader why he damned his coun- 
try,' and wished he might never hear 
her name again. 


He never did hear her name but once 


again. From that mornenu Septem- 


them, certain, that is, if I may believe 
the men who say they have seen his 
signature.

But 
the commander to whom he was in- 
trusted—perhaps it was Tingey or 
Shaw, though I think it was one of 
the younger men—we are all old 
enough now—regulated the etiquette 
and the precautions of the affair, and 
according to his scheme they were 
carried out I suppose, till Nolan died. 


When I was second officer of the In- 


trepid some thirty years after, I saw 
the original paper of instructions. 1 
have been sorry ever since that I did 
not copy the whole of it 
It ran, how- 


ever, much in this way: 


"Washington," (with the date, which 


must have been late in 1807). 


"Sir—You will receive from Lien- 


tenant Neale the person of Philip No- 
lan, late a lieutenant in the United 
States army. 


"This person on his trial by court- 


martial expressed with an oath the 
wish that he might never hear of the 
United States again. 


"The court sentenced Mm to have 


his wish fulfilled. 


"For the present, the execution of 


the order is intrusted by the president 
of this department. 


"You will take the prisoner on board 


your ship, and keep him there with 
such precautions as shall prevent his 
escape. 


"You will provide him with such 


quarters, 
rations, and clothing as 


would be proper for an officer of hia 
late rank, if he were a passenger on 
your vessel on the business of bis gov- 
ernment 


"The gentlemen on board will make 


any arrangements agreeable to them- 
selves regarding his society. He is to 
be exposed to no infllgnity of any kind 
nor is he ever unnecessarily to be re- 
minded that he is a prisoner. 


."But under no circumstances Is he 


ever to hear of his country or to see 
any Information regarding it; and yon 
will especially caution all the officers 
under your command to take care that ! 
in the various indulgences which may 
be granted, this rule, in which his pun- 
ishment is involved, shall not be 
broken.

In December of laio, No. 4725 was 


released from the penitentiary and be- 
gan working to regain a place in so- 
ciety. For a time his efforts were re- 
warded. He began saving and made 
arrangements to marry and live down1 
the past. 


On his way home from work one 


night he was accosted by a man whom 
he had known in the past. The man, 
with a good deal of secrecy, gave him 
a sealed envelope, which he told him 
not to open until he had reached home. 
The envelope contained a key, a .$2 
bill, and a paper of instructions. The 
paper directed him to a certain place 
where he would find a strong box 
wrapped in paper.

the back-yard casting, before you try 
out the real stuff, all you need of your 
bait-casting tackle is your rod, steel 
or split bamboo, 5 or 5*4 footer as you 
prefer; 50-yard spool of waterproof 
soft square braided silk No. 6 line; 
quadruple multiplying reel and a cast- 
ing plug. 


Joint your rod and place the reel 


in the reel seat right above the grip, 


I with the reel on top of the rod, reel 


j handle to the right. 
Run the line 


i through the Up and guides, wind It 


j evenly on the reel and loop on the 


plug at the end. 


; 
At a distance of say 30 feet from 


where you intend to stand while mak- 
ing the cast, peg down a small piece 
of paper, say about eight inches 
square, for a target. Think this ia the 


| home of a fine frisky bass, it adds to 


the interest of the game. 


You are all ready now, get hi the 


box, 30 feet from the target and face 
it. Take the rod in your right hand, 
let the plug hang down about six 
inches from the tip, reel on top with 
the thumb pressing on the Hue wound 
on the spool of the reel, the fingers 
of course around the grip of the rod. 
Before bringing the rod back over the 
shoulder to start the cast, twist the 
wrist to the left enough to bring the 
top of the reel towards your body, 
the spool of the reel nearly vertical. 
In this position swing the rod back 
over the right shoulder until the plug 
hangs on a line with your belt, the 
rod will then be at about a 45 degree 
angle with the ground and your hand 
near your right ear. This much is for 
position, the cast starts from this 
point, wherein it differs from fly-cast- 
ing which starts from the first up- 
ward sweep. 


Keep Thumb Pressure on Reel. 


From this position swing the rod 


forward with a swift firm sweep, in- 
creasing the speed aa the rod swings 
forward—all this time the thumb 
pressure stays on the line wound on 
the reel. As the rod sweeps to a 
perpendicular position, release the 
thumb pressure—but not entirely— 
and out shoots the plug carrying the 
line from the reel. 


Keep your eye on the plug, although 


it's a hundred to one shot that you 
will watch the reel instead. 
When 


the plug is still in the air, just be- 
fore it hits the ground, press the 


, thumb down firmly on the reel, which 


! stops It from revolving. If you fail to 
do this, old man, the reel will keep 
on turning from its momentum, and 


i having no heavy plug in the air to 
pull it along, the line will snarl up on 


! the reel and you will be introduced 
to your first "back-lash," with which 
you will become well acquainted, any- 
way, as you get along in the game. 


; 
If your plug did a pretty flight 


straight up in the air, you released 
your thumb pressure before the rod 
was perpendicular, if it did a Brodie 
right down into the ground in front of 
you, then you failed to release the 
thumb pressure soon enough. 
Re- 


member this point, the thumb pres- 
sure is never entirely removed from 
the line on the reel, the lighter pres- 
sure on the line keeps a "pull" on the 
bait and prevents back-lashes. "Bad 
cess to 'em." Always jam the thumb 
down hard just before the bait lands, 
stop the' rod in its sweep when it is 
much higher than the target and keep 
your eyes on the plug. As it flies out 
and settles, slowly lower the tip of 
the rod, keeping the plug, line and rod 
on a line as much as possible, as it 
saves 
friction on the guides and 


makes your line last longer, as well 
as increases the distance to your cast. 


Reel Line in Smoothly. 


You have now made your first cast 


and upon how carefully you reel in 
your line depends the success or fail- 
ure of your next cast. Shift the rod 
to the left hand, grasping it above the 
reel, circling it from the underside, 
with the line between the forefinger 
and the thumb which guides the line 
across the spool of the reel and back 
again until it is all reeled in. Don't 
let it pile up on the ends of the spool, 
which it has an ornery habit of do- 
ing, or build up into a hump hi the

Letter From Henry. 
A personal letter to his father from 
Henry J« Smith, formerly of the Item, 
who is now stationed at the. Niagara Ofli 
cers’ Training Camp, says he is well pleas 
ed with the camp and is ejoying its sur­ 
roundings. Although the letter was not 
written for publication we give it in part 
for the benefit of inquiring friends: 
Dearest “Pad’\*—As 1 already said in 
brief in mv telegram, I arrived safely at 
noon on Friday. 
Dick Naill, of Hanover, 
took the same Pullman with me from 
York to Buffalo. 
There is an O’Neil and 
a Moul here from Hanover, but they are 
in other companies. 
All the while la m 
meeting former Lafayette collegemates. 
The fellow bunking aside of me noticed 
my S N. ring, and made himself acquint- 
ed with me as a S. N. from Brown Uni 
versity. I have met Sigs here from Penn 
and State, and altogether it is an agreea­ 
ble assembly of fellows. 
I got a uniform O. K. and feel like a 
general. My army shoes are 9]^ aud look 
like a plantatian; but they feel comforta­ 
ble. 
As I said before, I landed on the 
Field Artilery. 
We will likely be sta- 
tiened here for five weeks, and then sent 
to an artillery camp—Tobyhanna (Pa); 
Ft Sell, Okla., or some other point. 
In 
my comnany there are about 150 fellows. 
We bunk in temporary sheds, and it is as 
cold as January here 
Big cakes of ice 
are floating down the Niagara River into 
Lake Ontario. The fort is situated at the 
entrance ot the river into the lake. 
We 
can see the big steamers out on the lake.

readers of the New York Herald of 
August 13th observed, in an obscure 
corner, among the “Deaths,” the an­ 
nouncement : 
“NOLAN. Died, on board U. S. Cor­ 
vette Levant, L a t 2° 11" S., Long. 131° 
on the 11th of May, Philip Nolan.” 
I happened to observe it, because 
I was stranded at the old Mission- 
house in Mackinac, waiting for a Lake 
Superior steamer which did not choose 
to come, and I was devouring, to the 
very stubble, all the current literature 
X could get hold of, even down to the 
deaths and marriages in the “Herald.” 
My memory for names and people is 
good, and the reader will see, as he 
goes on, that I had reason enough to 
remember Philip Nolan. 
There are 
hundreds of readers who would have 
paused at that announcement, if the 
officer of the Levant who reported it 
had chosen to make it thus: 
“Died, 
May 11th, "The Man without a Coun­ 
try.* ” 
For it was as “The Man with­ 
out a Country” that poor Philip Nolan , ~ 
had generally been known by the offi­ 
cers who had him in charge during 
somo fifty years, as, Indeed, by all 
tho men who had sailed under them. 
I dare say there is many a man who 
has taken wine with him once a fort­ 
night, in a three years’ cruise, who 
never knew that his name was “No­ 
lan,” or whether the poor wretch had 
any name at alL 
There can now bo no possible harm 
in telling this poor creature’s story. 
Reason enough there has been till 
now, ever since Madison’s administra­ 
tion went out in 1817, for very strict 
secrecy, tho secrecy of honor itself, 
among the gentlemen of the navy who 
have had Nolan in successive charge. 
And certainly it speaks well for the es­ 
prit de corps of the profession and the 
personal honor of its members, that to 
tho press tills man’s story has been 
wholly unknown, and, 1 think, to the 
country at largo also. 
I have reason to think, from some 
investigations I made in the naval 
Archives when I was attached to the 
bureau of construction, that every of­

He occasionally availed 
of the permission the great man had 
given him to write to him. 
Long, high-

never a line did he have in reply from 
the gay deceiver.

My Dear Buck: 
For your practico work or rather 
tho backward casting, before you try 
out tho real stuif, all you need of your 
bait-casting tackle is your rod, steel 
or split bamboo, 5 or 5Mi footer as you 
prefer; 60-yard spool of waterproof 
soft square braided silk No. 6 line; 
quadruple multiplying reel and a cast­ 
ing plug. 
Joint your rod and place the reel 
in tho reel seat right above tho grip, 
’with the reel on top of the rod. reel 
handle to tho right. 
Run the line 
through tho tip and guides, wind it 
evenly on tho reel and loop on the 
plug at tho end. 
At a distance of say 30 feet from 
whore you intend to stand while mak 
ing tho cast, peg down a small piece 
of paper, say 
about eight 
inches 
square, for a target. Think this is the 
home of a fine frisky bass, it adds to 
tho interest of the game. 
You aro all ready now, get in tho 
box, 30 feet from tho target and face 
it. 
Take the rod in your right hand, 
let the plug hang down about six 
inches from tho tip, reel on top wtth 
the thumb pressing on the line w -und 
on the spool of tho reel, the fingers 
of course around tho grip of tho rod. 
Before bringing tho rod back over the 
shoulder to start tho cast, twist tho 
wrist to tho loft enough to bring the 
top of tho reel towards your body, 
the spool of tho reel nearly vertical. 
In this position swing tho rod back 
over the right shoulder until the plug 
hangs on a lino with your belt, tho 
rod will then bo at about a 45 degree 
angle with the ground and your hand 
near your right ear. This much is for 
position, tho cast starts from this 
point, wherein it differs from fiy-cast- 
ing which starts from the first up­ 
ward sweep. 
Keep Thumb Pressure on Reel. 
From this position swing tho rod 
forward with a swift firm sweep, in­ 
creasing tho speed as the rod swings 
forward—all 
this 
time 
tho 
thumb 
pressure stays on the lino wound on 
the reel. 
As tho rod sweeps to a 
perpendicular position, 
release 
the 
thumb pressure—but not entirely— 
and out shoots tho plug carrying tho 
lino from tho reel. 
Keep your eye on the plug, although 
it’s a hundred to one shot that you 
will watch tho reel instead. 
Wrhen 
the plug is still in the air, just be­ 
fore it hits the 
ground, press tho 
thumb down firmly on tho reel, which 
stops it from revolving. If you fail to 
do this, old man, tho reel will keep 
on turning from its momentum, and 
having no heavy plug in the air to 
pull it along, tho line will snarl up on 
the reel and you will be introduced 
to your first “back-lash,? with which 
you will become well acquainted, any­ 
way, as you get along in tho gamo. 
If your plug did a pretty flight 
straight up in the air, you released 
your thumb pressure before the rod 
wras perpendicular, if it did a Bro*ilo 
right down into tho ground in front of 
you, then you failed to release tho 
thumb pressure soon enough. 
Re­ 
member this point, the thumb pres­ 
sure is never entirely removed from 
tho line on tho reel, tho lighter pres­ 
sure on the line keeps a “pull" on the 
bait and prevents back-lashes. 
“Bad 
cess to ’em /’ 
Always jam the thumb 
down hard just before the bait lands, 
' stop the' rod in its sweep when it is 
much higher than tho target and keep 
your eyes on the plug. As it flies out 
and settles, slowly lower the tip of 
tho rod, keeping tho plug, line and rod 
on a lino as much as possible, as it 
saves 
friction on the guides and 
makes your line last longer, as well 
as increases the distance to your cast. 
Reel Line in Smoothly. 
You have now made your first cast 
and upon how carefully you reel ia 
your line depends the success or fail­ 
ure of your next cast. 
Shift the rod 
. to the left hand, grasping it above tho 
reel, circling it from the underside, 
with the line between tlia forefinger 
and the thumb which guides the line 
across tho spool of the reel and back 
again until it is all reeled in. 
D out 
let it pile up on the ends of the spool, 
which it has an ornery habit of do­ 
ing, or build up into a hump in tho 
middle. If you do, you can check oif 
the next cast as a dead one. 
Try to reel it in as level as possi* 
ble.
